"PEACE WITHOUT HONOR" 


We* are indebted to Secretary of State Achrson s speech 
before the United Nations for three priceless worths which define 
with merciless accuracy the tragedy-dotter foreign policy of the 
New Deal since well before the Second World War 
I hose words arc: 
Peace without honor." 
Achrson did not present them as applied to the past fifteen 
years of the New Deal s objectives. He was talking about the 
future. But the fat t is that he has given us a phrase perfectly 
describing the long chapter of shamefulness which history will 
eventually record. 
"Peace without honor' 
dictated long ago, for instance, 
that President Roosevelt shut his eyes to the manner in which 
Hitler and Stalin were destroying the League of Nations. R oose­ 
velt lifted not a finger to save the League, and he followed 
the "peace without honor 
prescription with regard to the two 
events which finally shipwrecked it— Italy’s invasion of Kthiopia 
and Russia s 
liberation 
of the Baltic States of Latvia, Estonia 
and Lithuania 
All of thr subsequent expansionism of Russia was revealed 
in utmost detail in the Baltic episode— yet Roosevelt followed 
the "peace without honor 
dictates and made a partner out of 
bloody-handed Stalin. I Ie kept Russia alive when Germany 
had her down an d in her expiring gasps. 
Then w ith the w ar in its final states. Roosevelt carried out 
of I’hlltt , Mr. U versidge graduated still fu rth e r the 
peace without h o n o r 
credo. He helped Russia 
from Cornell University in 1932 as g o b b le up free Poland, d e liv e re d Manchuria over to Stalin’s 
a mechanical engineer.
